Noble Friend had distinctiy stated, thatrxe 
had no autkeritg whatever for that explar a- 
tion. His Noble Friend appeared to hive 
said (and his good opinion he certainly va-

bably dropped from him incidentally, and 
that they were not entitled to be considered 
of so much importance as if they had been 
spoken directly, but his Noble Friend was 
too accurate, surely, to have said that he bad 
spoken inadvertently or unadvisedly. He bad 
been prevented from going into the details of 
this subject, lest he should excite irritatioa 5 
and that he had rightly judged upon that 
point, the specch of the Noble Lord clear'y 
proved. Me had, on a former day, refrain ,d- 
from entering into any explanation, that, 
might not revive the dreadful personal aniee»- 
sity which he had met with in the course * 
these proceedings. This, he declared upon 
his honour, he had stated perfectly adviscdiy, 
and when he did so, he had even thought that 
the Noble Lords avowed the fact. A Nobie 
Earl (Liverpool) agatnst whom he had cer. 
tainly no personal animosity, had on that day 
disavowed anyesuch feelings. Now all he 
could say was, that if the Noble Lords dis. 
ciaimed auy persouad atimosity, be was 


bound, in a parliamentary sense, to stppose 
that he was mistaken, He wouid now, bow- 
ever, state to their Lordships the grounds 
upon which he had considered the obstacle as 
standing vn that, and the reasons why he 
thought that personal aniwosity had been, in 
part, at teast, the cause of the existence of 
that obstacle, The @rst ebject which he, and 
his Honorable Wriend who had acted with 
htm on that occasion, proposed to themselves, 
was to ascertain the agreement of men of all 
parties in certain leading principles which 
shoald coustitute the basis of the Adininistra- 
tion, without expecting an agreement on all 
other less important points, which might be 
left for futare discursion and arrangeinent;

near him, (Grenville and Grey), and his Hon 
erable Friend to whum he had atluded, had 
laid them before the Nobte Luords epposite. 
He would now read the propositions, and the 
answers, and leave at to the House to judge 
whether er not he was uufounded in his 


"charge; and whether he deserved the lofty 


rebuke of the Noble Lord who spoke last, 
He had then submitted to the Noble Lords 
near him, whether they fonnd any insurmount. 
abie ebstactes to form part of an Admiuisira. 
tion fermed upon the following ‘great leading 
priscipless=—=First, That the laws relative to 
the Catholies should be taken into immediate 
consideration, with a view to conc:liatury 
measures. Secondly, Fhat the war in <hz 
Peninsula should be prosecuted on a scale of 
adequate vigor. Phe answer he received from 
the Noble koorde men such »oment 
as tie present they were ready to enter, with 
tne utmost frankness, into tae consideration 
ef what arrangement could be formed, so as 
hest to meet the exigeucies of the crisis; 
aud that no personal feeling should prevent 
their affording every facitity to the accom. 
plishment of the great object in view. Îhis 
was sufficient for his present purpose. The 
same propositien had been made to the Noble 
Lords opposite, and the question put to them 
in nearly the same terms, by his Right Honor. 
able Friend, They had been asked, whether 
they felt aay disjosition to forin part of an 
Administratien formed on ‘the above prin. 
ciples. The answer reczived from the Noble 
Lord opposite, (Liverpool, we believe,) was 
€ that he had consulted his Collvagues, aud 
that they did not think it necessary to cou- 
sider the principies stated in the propusition, 
as they were all resolved, after what hal ree 
centiy passed, not to be Meinders of any Ad. 
miuistratioa formed by Lord Wellesley.” 
(Loud cries of hear, hear, and daughter.) 
Another Nobls bord, having stated the stcong 
repugitaitce to huwe Kord Weilostey at the 
head of the Administration, thougnt it en sag 
to refer to the answer of Lord beverpool, as 
it was not necessary to enter farther into the 
discussion of a mefter of personal feeling. 
(Hear, hear, aat daughter.) Now he did 
„ot mean to accase tas Nobile Lords of any 
thing disbonosrabte. Personal feelings might 
perhaps be justified; bat serely, after this, 
nobody could be surprisxl that it appeared to 
him, that this answer hid been dictated by a 
feeling of personal arimosity. Ìf the Noble 
Lord disclaimed any sach animosity, God 
forbid that he should attempt to contradict 
that in any ueparliamentary ways; but their 
Lordships he hoped, would do kim th: Justice 
to allow, that he had proved salficieat to shew 
that he did not deserve the rebuke of the 
Noble Lord, whom he had bren accustumed 
to call his Noble friend. Bat really it was 
somewhat dufieait for hem to call him so now, 
after he hud represented him as shifting and 
shirking, and wisaieg to shelter himself ander 
apologies made by others, Their Loordships 
would now judge whether he had not sufficient 
grounds both for his opinion and his eonduct,

here, he was perfectly ready to satisfy the 
Noble Lord in that respect. 

Lord Harcowby regretted that he was 
uader the necessity of troubting the House 
with any opinion of his: but he had been too 
strongly called on to “liow of his remaining 
completely silent. He protested against the 
charge of personal animosity. He cvuld have 
felt none; he would have felt, that to desert 
the charge of thz country on such a ground 
would have been a breach of duty. but he 
could not conceive, how personal animosity 
was to be implied in the wish not to form an 
Administration under the Noble Marquis 
(Wellesley). Were the offers made to the 
Noble Lord on the part of Administration, 
by the authority of the Prince Regent, a 
mark of personal animosity ? When, on the 
morning of Thursday, after the notice was 
given of a motion in another ikouse, a letter 
was sent by his Noble Friend, (Liverpool); 
was it extremely encouraging to the spirit of 
an amicable negociation, to know that it was 
to be exposed to the public in all its steps? 
If it was thought by the Noble Marquis 
(Wellesley), due to his reputation to publish 
a part of the negociation, why not publish 
all the rest? In a day or two after, there 
appeared a paper containing a statement of

Noble Marquis (Wellesley). Was their-any 
appearance of personal animosity, wien after 
the appearauce of that paper, proposals were 
still made to the Noble Marquis to takte a 
part in the Administration ?

which is so peculiar to himself—=he commaud 
ed him (luaord Wellesley) to have an interview 
with the Loord-Chancelior. To that Noule 
Lord, —and there was not a man in that House 
nouour,==he (Lord Wel. 
lesley) stated in the course of the conference, 
waat he couceived to have been the uogenc- 
rous, or at least the uamannerly conduct of 
the late Minister, who had, on his previous 
request to resign, gone three times to the 
Prince Regent, entreating the Prince to 
appoint a successor to him. De (Lord Wel. 
lesley) then said, that if Me. Perceval had 
plainty tokt what he had done, he should have 
felt it rather an obligation, as he was anxious 
te resign. The Noble Lord on the woolsack 
was allowed to state this conversation to MÁr. 
Perceval; bat he declined it, as he (Lord 
Wellesley) was leaving office and ìt could 
haze no other purpose than to irritate 
uunecessarily. There were many reasons for 
his wishing to resiga, beside the prominent 
ones, which were alraady publie. He hed 
long before wished to resisn, but the vilest 
catumnies were circulated an thesubject. He 
was charged with extravagant ambition ; he 
was charged with bargainiug for more power, 
This was all crlumay. He had simply asked 
leave to resign. His opinions on the subject 
had been freely and openly given; they were 
taken dowa by his fricads, for their own 
information, just as they were delivered in 
the warmth aud freedom of couversatian, 
He had been applied to for leive to publish 
the statement in question. fo this he had 


always given a positive refusal, He was 
horrorestruck when he saw it in print, and 
pecultarty at che moment in which it appeared, 
Be declared that he would have given any 
money to have suppressed it. The paper 
was not Bis, Ft might be a trifling thing to 
talk of the langusge of such a document but 
it was not the language which he would have 
used in a peper intended for the pubtie eye: 
and this at a moment when tbe public 
had lost a man of the most irreproachable 
character, of the mast perfect integrity, of” 
the mildest heart, of the most amiable 
qualities——fuil ef every private virtue. But 
ali this did not make it necessary that he 
(Lord Wellesley) should acknowledge him 
to be pessessed of that power and frame of 
mind which marks out a maa for the conduct 
of great public concerns. Ìt cauld be no 
insult to any man, to say that he was not 
gualitied for the Lign situations of a State.

EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM BALTIMORE, 

JULY 28. 

6 Last night and this morning our city 
has been again uader mobegovernmeut, 
the most disgraceful that ever visited any 
city except Paris in the eommencement of 
tbe French Revolution. Yesterday morne 
ng the Zederal Pepullican was again 
Published: from No. 45, South Charlese 
street, which contained some severe reflece 
tions against our police aud the Democrae 
tic party, which they did not relish, and 
an Immediate attack was meditated against 
(he premises _ The proprietors bein ape 
Prised of it, collected about twenty of their 
friends, and put the house in a state of dee 
fence. General Lee, of Virginia, was the 
Commanderein-Chicf in (he house: with 
him were Captains Murray and Lingen, of 
the United States’ Army. Things were in 
this state, whea the mob began To assente 
ble at night, and when their numbers were 
deemed sufficiently powerrul, ikey began 
by breaking the windows. 7 “ey then ate 
tempted lo break open the door, when the 
Cornmander of the Garrison within told 
thea to desist, or they would be fired upe 
on. This seemed to have uo effect, and 
atter a great deal of torbesrance on the 
part of the garrison, they cemmenced fire 
ing, and one of the mob-kaders was shot 
through the heart and died instantancouse 
ly; one other shot in the groin; another 
received iour baits in his side from a blue 
derbuss; and a rourih severely wounded 5 
two of (he (hree it is expected wili die. 
After thus repulse the mob procured a 4 
pouid Cannon, had it well charged, placed 
it-betore the house, aud one of them stood 
ready wub a iighied maich to fire it as 
occusion might requ:re, but fortunately it 
wäs not done. In the mean time (he mie 
Lita were caited out, hut the mob wuu'd 
not disperse and ins:sted upon the surren= 
Úer vi te garrison, that they might wreak 
their blovdy vengeance on the men wlie 
had killed one vr their chiefs, and thig 
they adhered to uutil nine o'clock this 
morning. Al last the garrison agreed to 
give themselves up to the military, and 
they were marched down Market-street, 
aud trom thence to jail, where they now 
re. ‚L hear thatan atiack will be made 
ou the jail this night to force them ont, and 
executie vengeance on them. Our Police 
are not worth a straw; (hey are really ae 
fraid to act, In tise car!y part of this bue 
siness, Sam. Hofman, a sen of old Peter 
[loffinan, was sent by General Lee from 
the garrison to propose terms. He was 
taxen by the mob and very much beaten 
and they went so Far as to get a haiter 
rouud his neck, and actually going to 
hang Bt to the first lamp post they came 
to, ÍÎe was fortunately rescued, after 
spending a migiy in the watch-housv.

COUNTERFEIT BANK TOKENS. 
A CURIOUS OCCURRENEZ. 
Ân extraordinary discovery was made 
at Doncaster on Friday last :—A small box, 
which had been brought by the Sheftietd

directed, & Mr. J. Bull's Head, Don- 
easter,” was called forat the Angel Inn 
by a recruiting Serjeant, who said that it 
belonzed to his Offeer, Licut. Jones, of 
the 7tlr Foot (Fusileers), who has been for 
some time in Doncaster on the recruiting 
service. The boek-keeper, however, re- 
fused to deliver the bex- until the owner 
himself camné to clair it—and.the Serjcant, 
in consequence, went to the Lieutenant’s 
lodgings, to bring him for that purpose.— 
During his absence, it occurred. to the 
book-keeper that the box contained base. 
money; he communicated his suspicions 


toMr. Morley, the Mayor of Doncáster, 


who insttucted him to return to thèCoache 
othce, ant, if Lieatenant Jones should in 
person demsaact his property, to give it to 
him, 
pearance at {he Coach-offiee, #cooinpanied 
by the Serjeant; and havioe declared (hat 
the box beionged to bim, and having paid 
thecarrtage, was allowed by the book keeper. 
to take itaway ; he was, bowever, watched 
by some constubles. Tt appearsthat he gave 
the box to the Serjeant to carry; but, in- 
stead of proceeding to the Liecutenant’s 
lodgings, he and the Serjeant walked to- 
gether up a strect leading ina different die 
rection. After some tüne, the Serjcant 
„went forward ata more rapid pace thar 
the Liieut. who was accosted by a constae 
ble, aad at his request went with him to 
the Mayor's Oftice, When the charge 
was intimated to him, he positively denied 
that there was {he least foundation for Hs 
aud the Mayer and Peace Oflicers accome 
pauied him to bis lodzings, wiek were 
searched, but nothing of a suspic:ous nas 
tere being discovered, the Licutenant was 
immnestately sctat liberty. Soon afier,howe 
ever, one of the constables was seut in quest 
of the Serjeant. Maving obtained intor- 
mation of the cOùrse which he had taken, 
the constable followed, when, to his great 
surprise, be beheid Lieutenant Jones, who 
was about a kuadred yards before him, ene 
ter a small aie-house (cuiled The Ster) in 
the suburbs of the town. ‘The constabie 
rüshed forward, and just as he was going 
into (he first dóor of the house, saw the 
Licuteïant going out of the back door, 
with the box under his arm, which’ he 
had the instant before taken from the Sere 
jeant. Both Lieutenant and Serjeant were 
immediately secured, and underwvent an 
examtnation. ‘Phe box was opened in the 
presence of the Magistrates, and found to 
contain a dezen of counterfeit five shit. 
lings and six penny Bank tokens, aad two 
dozen of covnterfeit (hree shittipe Bank 
tokens, admirably executed. The Liens 
tenant, on this exposure, disclaimed al 
knowledge of the boz, stating that he had 
expeeted a box frem Birmingham similar 
ly directe, containing a sct of regimental 
buttons; am! that imagining the box then 
produerd te be the box which he ez pected,; 
he had erroncously claimed it as his pro- 
perty. Boththe Licutenantand serjeant 
were committed for reacxamination. On 
Saturdar, hieutenant Jones was found to 
be too tIl to bear removal from the jail; but 
on Monday he was again brougùt beiore 
the Magistrates; and being unabte satisfac= 
torite to account for the possessior of the 
counterfeit tokens, he was fined in the fuil 
penalty of Bl. for each counterfeit token 
found in his possession. Two days have 
been allowed fit fot the pryment of the 
1801. “finc thus incurreds and in default of 
payiuent at the expiration of that period, 
he wil, in pursaance of the provistons of 
the Act, be imprisoncd for three Months.
